AT BUCKINGHAM 
PALACE IN UNION 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP)—Buck- 
ingham palace has gone union 100 
per cent, except for titled func- 
tionaries, the clerical staff and 
the sentry in the box. Princess 
Elizabeth’s maid carries a union 
card, 

The news that all 200 servants 
of the domestic staff at the King’s 
London residence have become 
members of the Civil Service 
Union, was reported in the union 
paper, Municipal and General 
Workers Journal.

Premier- Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s government announced to- 
day the arrest of Archbishop Aloj- 
zijc Stepinac on a charge of 
“crimes against the people” and 
made provision for trying him 
with 18 prisoners already before a 
court, 

Stepinac heads the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in Yugoslavia. The 
government said he was arrested 
in Zagreb, where he resides. 

The public prosecutor obtained 


a seven-day postponement in the 
trial of the 18—who include iz 
priests—on charges of war crimes 
and collaboration in order to pre- 
pare an indictment against Stepi- 
mac so he could be placed in the 
dock with them, 


The main defendant in the trial 
is Col. Eric Lisak, who was chief 
of the security police of Gen 
Draja Mihailovfc, recently exe- 
cuted. Lisak fled to Austria after 
the war but later returned and 
is charged with organizing terror- 
ist Croat Ustachi bands under the 
name of “Crusaders.” The Ustachi 
collaborated with the Germans 
and Italians in the war. 

Ivan Schalic, the archbishop’s 
secretary, testified in the trial yes- 
terday that Lisak had spent a 
night at the archbishop’s house 
and that the “Crusader” flag had 
been blessed in the archbishop’s 
chapel. 

Another witness in the trial who 

linked the archbishop with the 
Ustachi was a Franciscan priest 
named Modesto Martinchiche. 
Martinchiche told the court “the 
center of all terrorist action and 
intervention from abroad was tie 
archbishop.” 
Schalic testified “the arch- 
bishop’s castle in Zagreb was the 
center of Ustachi, Crusader and 
terrorist action.” 

He testified the archbishop had 
visited Vladimir Macek, Croat 
Peasant party leader, and that the 
visit “was of a political character.” 
Macek is opposed to the govern- 
ment of Tito, 

In a circular letter to priests the 
archbishop had stated “our con- 
science is clear.” 

The prosecutor asketSchailic if, 
in his opinion, the statement was 
true. The secretary replied “I 
think the archbishop’s conscience 
is not clear.” 

“What did the archbishop 
want?” the prosecutor asked. 

Schalic answered: “He wanted 
an independent state of Croatia 
which was created by the Ustachi, 
Germans and Italians.”

ENOUGH HOSIERY FOR WOMEN 
UNLESS BUYING IS ‘PANICKY’ 


350,000,000 Pairs Produced in First 


Seven Months of Year, 
CPA Says. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
American women should have 
enough hosiery to meet all re- 
quirements this year unless poor 
distribution or “panicky buying” 
interferes, the Civilian Production 

Administration said yesterday. 

Herbert Rose, director of the 
CPA textile division, reported that 
nearly 350,000,000 pairs of women’s 
stockings were -produced in the 
first seven months of this year. 
Of these, 200,000,000 were nylon, 
115,000,000 rayon, 2,500,000 silk and 
28,000,000 cotton and wool 

Production of about 50,000,000 
pairs monthly is enough to supply 
“one pair of hose per month for 
each woman and girl in the Unit- 
ed States over the age of 14,” he 
said. 

A 15 per cent reduction in nylon 
yarn deliveries to hosiery makers 
will not affect production until 
November, Rose said, adding that 
manufacturers may have sufficient 
supplies on hand td avoid a 15 per 
cent production cut. 


Butter $5.76 a Pound, Meat $2.91 
In Russian Rationed Food Shops 


MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (AP)—But- 
ter is listed in the Russian ra- 
tioned food shops at the equivalent 
of $2.50 a pound at the diplomatic 
rate of exchange and at $5.76 a 
pound at the official rate of ex- 
change under a decree of the 
Council of Ministers adjusting 
prices. 

Prices were increased in the 
rationed shops and lowered in the 
unrationed commercial _ stores, 
where goods have cost more. Wage 
increases also were announced for 
workers earning less than 900 
rubles a month. 

Butte is listed at 66 rubles per 
kilogram. Before the rise it was 
22 rubles. 

(At the diplomatic rate the ruble 
is worth 12 to the dollar; at the 
official rate it is worth 5.2 to the 
dollar, A kilogram is 2.21 pounds.) 


Sugar—Fifteen rubles per kilo- 


gram (56 cents a pound diplomatic 
rate, $1.48 official rate.) Was five 
rubles. 

Rice—Nineteen rubles pe: kilo- 
gram (71 cents a pound diplomatic 
rate, $1.64 official rate.) Was six 
rubles, 50 kopecs. 

Buckwheat—Thirteen rubles per 
kilogram (49 cents a pound diplo- 
matic rate, $1.11 official rate.) Was 
four rubles, 30 kopecs. 

Meat—Thirty-four rubles per 
kilogram ($1.48 per pound diplo- 
matic rate, $2.91 official rate.) 
Was 14 rubles. 

In the commercial shops, bread 
is lowered by 27 per cent, flour by 
30 per cent, grains and beans by 
47 per cent, macaroni by 46.7 per 
cent, meat 33.3 per cent, bologna 
by 40 per cent, sugar by 53 per 
cent, dried fruit by 50 per cent.

TRUMAN THANKS BYRNES 
FOR HIS FORBEARANCE 
_ INWALLACE CONTROVERSY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP). 


HROUGH Under Secretary 
Tos State Will Clayton, who 

conferred with him late yes- 
terday, President Truman has 
sent a message to Secretary of 
State Byrnes at Paris, thank- 
ing him for his forbearance 
and understanding throughout 
the Wallace controversy. 

Byrnes has maintained strict 
silence since the Secretary of 
Commerce’s foreign policy 
speech last Thursday night. 

The official spokesman for 
the American delegation to the 
peace conference at Paris said 
today Byrnes had made no an- 
nouncement of his stand on the 
July 23 letter of Wallace to 
Truman. Further, the spokes- 
man said, Byrnes has not stated 
his attitude “toward the wishes 
of the extreme left wing of 
the Democratic party that is 
critical of his foreign policy as 
it affects Russia.” 

It was learned that Byrnes 
had not been in touch with 
President Truman “directly or 
indirectly” up to this morning 
regarding the Wallace letter.

OFF 1107 PONTS

BALKAN TREATIES 


Amendment by §British

Paris peace conference is headed 
for a showdown on a bitterly con- 


tested British effort to prohibit 
atom bomb production in the 
beaten Balkan nations, 

The British amendment—seek- 
ing to add atomic fission weap- 
ons and controlled torpedoes to 
the list of arms prohibited in 
Bulgaria—already has met with 
violent Slav opposition in the mil- 
itary commission, which had the 
matter on Monday’s agenda but 
put it off with a decision to 
complete work on the Italian 
treaty first. -Consideration of the 
barred weapons clause of the 
Hungarian treaty also was de- 
layed. 

The British unobtrusively 
slipped the words “atomic bombs” 
into an amendment last week 
which added controlled torpedoes 
to the list of possible modern 
weapons—including guided mis- 
siles—which Bulgaria “shall not 
possess, construct or experiment 
with.” 

The Slav delegations spotted 
the words at once, objected and 
blocked all immediate considera- 
tion of the proposal, putting it on 
the military commission’s sched- 
ule for later discussion. 

Britain protested that the Slavs 
had supported a similar proposal 
for the Italian treaty, but the

New York Hotels Jammed, Visitors 
Stay in Subways, Turkish Baths 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
What hotel men call the worst 
hotel crisis in the city’s history 
was disclosed today by a survey 
of hotels, ¥.M.C.A.s and Y.W.C.A.s 
and even turkish baths. 

The Traveler’s Aid Society said 
the influx of visitors to the city 
had gone “out of control,” and 
that large hotels were booked 
solid for a month, small hotels for 
at least a week. Turkish baths 
are being used and persons even 
are seeking refuge in subways 
and railroad stations. 

One spokesman said “the 
trouble seems to be, now that the 
war is over, that foreign business 
is picking up fast while the war- 
time domestic business hasn't 
leveled off.” 

Other causes listed by the hotel 
men were the shipping strike, 
which stranded international tra- 
velers in the city; the truck strike, 


which prolonged business stays of 
men trying to expedite deliveries, 
the general upswing in business, 
the pleasant weather which has 
brought many post-summer va- 
cationists to New York, the 
presence here of United Nations 
personnel and convention dele 
gates, and the general housing 
shortage which has made “hotel 
gypsies” of city residents. 

The influx is ruining the valid- 
ity of hotel reservations. Per- 
sons who have booked rooms 
weeks ahead arrive to find the 
person in the room cannot leave 


because he has no place to go./

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)-—~ 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
went into conference with Presi- 
dent Truman today in a meeting 
possibly involving his continua- 


tion as a Cabinet member. The 
Secretary arrived at the White 
House at 3:27 p.m., three minutes 
before his presidential appoint- 
ment. 

Bare-headed and walking fast, 
Wallace grinned as he hurried 
past reporters and photographers 
in an ante-room of the President’s 
private office and said over his 
shoulder: “This is the best show 
I’ve seen for a long time.” 

Wallace’s trip to the White 
House was preceded by reports in 
top administration quarters that 
the President had decided to tell 
him to quit talking about Ameri- 
can foreign policy or leave the 
Cabinet. 

Before seeing Wallace, Truman 
conferred e with Under Secre- 
tary of State Clayton, who tried 


} unsuccessfully last week to head 


off Wallac’s be-more-gentle-with- 
Russia speech, 

On one of his trips to the White 
House Clayton was accompanied 
by Bernard Baruch, administration 
adviser on atomic policy. 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
told reporters he’ did not know 
whether either or both of the 
Clayton-Truman talks dealt with 
Wallace. 

Baruch told reporters as he left 
the White House that “the Presi- 
dent will do all the talking, what- 
ever there is.” 

Slip-up on Letter. 

Last night Wallace made public 
— without Truman’s approval, 
through a slip-up—a letter he 
wrote the President last July 23

“We have little time to lose,” 
Wallace said in calling for a “shift

The letter, which Truman sim- 
Ply acknowledged and. passed on 
to Secretary of State Byrnes, pro- 
posed a series of moves Wallace 
said should improve American- 
Russian relations, 

Among them was an overhaul of 
the administration’s atomic en- 
ergy control plan with -a definite 
treaty pledge for the eventual de- 
struction of America’s store of 
atomic bombs. Also advocated 
Was a reassessment of this coun- 
try’s military as well as foreign 
policies to avert what Wallace de- 
scribed as the danger of a third 
world war. 


Views on Atomic Control. 

Citing what he called “a fatal 
defect” in the American atomic 
control plan presented to the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, Wallace’s letter said; 

“. » « That defect is the 
scheme, as it is generally under- 
stood, of arriving at interna- 
tional agreements by many 
stages,’ of requiring other na- 
tions to enter into binding com- 
mitments not to conduct re 
search into the military uses of 
atomic energy and to disclose 
their uranium and thorium re- 
sources while the United States 
retains the right to withhold its 
technical’ knowledge of atomic 
energy until the international 
control and inspection system is 
working to our satisfaction. . .. 

“It is perfectly clear that the 
‘step-by-step plan’ in any such 
one-sided form is not workable. 
The entire agreement will have 
to be worked out and wrapped 
up in a single package. This 
may involve certain steps or 
stages, but the timing of such 
steps must be agreed to in the 
initial master treaty, . .. 

“I am _ convinced, therefore, 
that if we are to achieve our 
hopes of negotiating a treaty 
which will result in effective in- 
ternational atomic disarma- 
ments, we must abandon the 
impractical form of the ‘step- 
by-step’ idea which was pre- 
sented to the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission. We 
must be prepared to reach an 
agreement which will commit 
us to disclosing information and 
destroying our bombs at a speci- 
fied time or in terms of specified 
actions by other countries, 
rather than at our unfettered 
discretion.

Secretary Urges an Understanding 
Of Basis for Russian Distrust, 


Calls Atom Plan Unworkable 


Asserts Soviet Security Moves Fall Short of 
What U. S. Seeks for Self —: Warns of 
Atomic Arms Race Unless Mutual Suspi- 


cions Are Dispelled.

My dear Mr. President: 


I hope you will excuse this long 
letter. Personally I hate to write 
long letters, and I hate to receive 
them. 

My only excuse is that this sub- 
ject isa very important one—prob- 
ably the most important in the 
world today. I checked with you 
about this last Thursday and you 
suggested after cabinet meeting on 
Friday that you would like to 
have my views. 


I have been increasingly dis- 
turbed about the trend of inter- 
national affairs since the end of 
the war, and I am even more 
troubled by the apparently 
growing feeling among the 
American people that another 
war is coming and the only way 
that we can head it off is to 
arm ourselves to the _ teeth. 
Yet all of past history indicates 
that an armaments race does not 
lead to peace but to war. The 
months just ahead may well be 
the crucial period which will de- 
cide whether the civilized world 
will go down in destruction after 
the five or 10 years needed for 

‘several nations to arm them- 
selves with atomic bombs. 
Therefore I want to give you my 
views on how the present trend 
toward conflict might be averted. 


You may think it strange, in 
reading further, that I should ex- 
press sO much concern at this 
particular time, just after the 
Foreign Ministers’ conference at 
which real progress was made on 
peace treaties for several eastern 
European countries and for Italy. 
Others have expressed a feeling 
of increased optimism that still 
further progress could be made 
through continued negotiations on 
the same basis, even though the 
remaining European issues are 
much more difficult than those on 
which a measure of agreement 
has already been reached. I am 
fully appreciative of the efforts 
that have been made and the pa- 
tience that has been exercised by 
our various representatives who 
have carried on negotiations with 
the Russians during the past few 
years. I am conscious of the ag- 
gravations they have put up with 
and of the apparent inconsisten- 
cies on the part of Russian rep- 
resentatives. On the other hand, 
I feel these very difficulities make 
it necessary for some of us who, 
from the outside, are watching the 
course of events to voice our 
opinions. 


Incidentally, as Secretary of 
Commerce I talk to a good many 
business men, and I] find them 
very much concerned over the 
size of the federal budget and the 
burden of the national debt. For 


the next fiscal year and for the. 


year immediately ahead by far 
the largest category of federal 
spending is the national defense. 
For example, the total. recom- 
mended federal appropriations for 
the fiscal year 1947 submitted to 
the Congress in the official budget 
amounted to about $36,000,000,000. 
Of the total budget some $13,000,- 
000,000 was for the War and Navy 
departments alone. An additional 
$5,000,000,000 was for war liquida- 
tion activities. $10,000,000,000 rep- 
resented interest on the public debt 
and veterans benefits, which are 
primarily the continuing costs of 
past wars. These items total $28,- 
000,000,000, or about 80 per cent of 
the total recommended expendi- 
tures. 

Clearly, a large reduction in the 
federal budget would require a 
cut in military appropriations. 
These appropriations are now 
more than 10 times as great as 
- they were during the thirties. In 
the 1938 budget appropriations for 
national defense were less than a 
billion dollars, compared with $13,- 
000,000,000 for the present fiscal 
year. Thus, even from a purely 
dollars and _ cents standpoint, 
American business and the Ameri- 
can people have an interest in or- 
ganizing a peaceful world in which 
the completely unproductive ex- 
penditures on national defense 
could be reduced. 

Of course, dollars and cents are

feel that these actions must 
make it look to the rest of the 
world as if we were only paying 
lip service to peace at the con- 
ference table, 

These facts rather make it ap- 
pear either (1) that we are pre- 
paring ourselves to win the war 
which we regard as inevitable 
or (2) that we are trying to 
build up a predominance of force 
to intimidate the rest of man- 
kind. How would it look to us if 
Russia had the atomic bomb and 
we did not, if Russia had 10,000- 
mile bombers and air bases with- 
in 1000 miles of our coastlines 
and we did not? 


NO LASTING SECURITY IN 
ARMAMENTS 


Some of the military men and 

self-styled “realists” are saying: 

“What's wrong with trying to 

build up a predominance of force. 
The only way to preserve peace is 
for this country to be so well 
armed that no one will dare attack 
us. We know that America will 
never start a war.” 

The flaw in this policy is sim- 
ply that it will not work. In a 
world of atomic bombs and other 
revolutionary weapons, § ae 
radio-active poison gases and 
biological warfare, a peace 
maintained by a predominance 
of force is no longer possible. 
Why is this so? The reasons are 

clear. 
First, atomic warfare is cheap 
and easy compared with old- 


years several countries can have 
atomic bombs and other atomic 
weapons. Compared with the cost 
of large armies and the manufac- 
ture of old-fashioned weapons, 


‘atomic bombs cost very little and 


require only a relatively small part 
of a nation’s production plant and 
labor force. 


Second, so far as winning a 
war is concerned, having more 
bombs—even many more bombs 
—than the other fellow is no 
longer a decisive advantage. If 
another nation had enough 
bombs to eliminate all of our 
principal cities and our heavy 
industry, it wouldn’t help us 
very much if we had 10 times 
as many bombs as we needed 
to do the same to them, 

Third, and most important, 
the very fact that several na- 
tions have atomic bombs will 
inevitably result in a neurotic, 
fear-ridden, itching-trigger psy- 
chology in all the peoples of the 
world, and because of our wealth 
and vulnerability we would be 
among the most seriously af- 
fected. Atomic war will not re- 
quire vast and time-consuming 
preparations, the, mobilization of 
large armies, the conversion of 
a large proportion of a country’s 
industrial plants to the manu- 
facture of weapons. In a world 
armed with atomic weapons, 
some incident will lead to the 
use of those weapons. 

There is a school of military 
thinking which recognizes these 
facts, recognizes that when several 
nations have atomic bombs, a war 
which will destroy modern civili- 
zation will result and that no 
nation or combination of nations 
can win such a war. This school 
of thought therefore advocates a 
“preventive war,” an attack on 
Russia now before Russia has 
atomic bombs. This scheme is not 
only immoral but stupid. If we 
should attempt to destroy all the 
principal Russian cities and her 
heavy industry, we might well suc- 
ceed. But the immediate counter- 
measure which such an attack 
would call forth is the prompt 
occupation of all continental Eu- 
rope by the Red Army. Would we 
be prepared to destroy the cities 
of all Europe in trying to finish 
what we had started? This idea 
is so contrary to all the basic 
instincts and principles of the 
American people that any such 
action would be possible only 
under a dictatorship at home. 
Thus the “predominance of force” 
idea, and the notion of a “defen- 
sive attack” are both unworkable. 


fashioned war. Within a very few). 


qualify them as being “good” 

nor any specified time for 

sharing our knowledge. 

Is it any wonder that the Rus- 
sians did not show any great en- 
thusiasm for our plan? Would we 
‘have been enthusiastic if the Rus- 
sians had a monopoly of atomic 
energy, and offered to share the 
information with us at some: in- 
definite time in the future at their 
discretion if we agreed now not 
to try to make a bomb and give 
them information on our secret re- 
sources of uranium and thorium? 
I think we would react as the 
Russians appear to have done. 
We would have put up counter- 
proposals for the record, but our 
real effort would go into trying to 
make a bomb so that our bar- 
gaining position would be equal- 
ized. That is the essence of the 
Russian position, which is very 
clearly stated in the Pravda ar- 
ticle of June 24, 1946. 

It is perfectly clear that the 
“step-by-step plan” in any such 
one-sided form is not workable. 
The entire agreement will have to 
be worked out and wrapped up in 
a single package. This may in- 
volve certain steps or stages, but 
the timing of such steps must be 
agreed to in the initial master 
treaty. Realistically, Russia has 
two cards which she can use in 
negotiating with us: (1) Our lack 
of information on the state of her 
scientific and technical progress 
on atomic energy and (2) our 
ignorance of her unranium and 
thorium resources. These cards 
are nothing like as powerful as 
our cards—a stockpile of bombs, 
manufacturing plants in actual 
production, B-29s and B-36s and 
our bases covering half the globe. 
Yet we are in effect asking her to 
reveal her only two cards immedi- 
ately—telling her that after we 
have seen her cards we will de- 
cide whether we want to continue 
to play the game. 

Insistence on our part that the 
game must be played our way will 
only lead to a deadlock. The Rus- 
sians will redouble -their efforts 
to manufacture bombs, and they 
may also decide to expand their 
“security zone” in a serious way. 
Up to now, despite all our outcries 
against it, their efforts to develop 
a security zone in eastern Europe 
and in the Middle East are smal] 
change from the point of view of 
military power as compared with 
our air bases in Greenland, Okina- 
wa and many other places thou- 
sands of miles from our shores. 
We may feel very self-righteous if 
we refuse to budge on our plan 
and the Russians refuse to accept 
it, but that means only one thing 
—the atomic armament race is on 
in deadly earnest. 


I am convinced therefore that 
if we are to achieve our hopes of 
negotiating a treaty which will 
result in effective international 
atomic disarmaments we must 
abandon the impractical form of 
the “step-by-step” idea which 
was presented to the United Na- 
tions Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. We must be prepared to 
reach an agreement which will 
commit us to disclosing informa- 
tion and destroying our bombs 
at a specified time or in terms of 
specified actions by other coun- 
tries, rather than at our un- 
fettered discretion. If we are 
willing to negotiate on this basis, 
I believe the Russians will also 
negotiate seriously with a view 
to reaching an agreement. 


There can be, of course, no abso- 
lute assurance the Russians will 
finally agree to a workable plan 
if we adopt this view. They may 
prefer to stall until they also have 
bombs and can negotiate on a 
more equal basis, not realizing the 
danger to themselves as well as 
the rest of the world in a situation 
in which several nations have 
atomic bombs. But we must make 
the effort to head off the atomic 
bomb race. We have everything 
to gain by doing so, and do not 
give up anything by adopting this 
policy as the fundamental basis 
for our negotiation. During the 
transition period toward full-scale 
international control, we retain 
our technical know-how, and the 
only existing production plants for 
fissionable materials and bombs 
remain within our borders. 


The Russian counter-proposal 
itself is an indication that they 
may be willing to negotiate seri- 
ously if we are. In some respects 
their counter-proposal goes even 
further than our plan and is in 
agreement with the basic prin- 
ciples of our plan, which is to 
make violations of the proposed 
treaty a national and interna- 
tional crime for which individ- 
uals can be punished. 

It will have been noted that 
in the preceding discussion I 
have not mentioned the ques- 
tion of the so called “veto.” I 
have not done so because the 
veto issue is completely ir- 
relevant, because the proposal 
to “abolish the veto,” which 
means something in the general 
activities of the Security Coun- 
cil, has no meaning with respect 


whole, as we look beneath the 
surface in late July of 1946, our 
actions and those of the western 
powers in general carry with 
them the ultimate danger of a 
third world war-—this time an 
atomic world ‘war, As the strong- 
est single nation, and the na- 
tion whose leadership is followed 
by the entire world with the ex- 
ception of Russia and a few weak 
neighboring countries in eastern 
Europe, I believe that we have 
the opportunity to lead the world 
to peace. 


In general there are two over- 
all points of view which can be 
taken in approaching the prob- 
lem of the United States-Russian 
relations. The first is that it is 
not possible to get along with 
the Russians and therefore war 
is inevitable. The second is that 
war with Russia would bring 
catastrophe to all mankind, and 
therefore we must find a way of 
living in peace. It is clear that 
our own welfare as well as that 
of the entire world requires that 
we maintain the latter point of 
view. I am sure that this is also 
your opinion, and the radio 
address of the Secretary of State 
on July 15 clearly indicates that 
he is prepared to negotiate as 
long as may be necessary to 
work out a solution on this 
basis. 

We should try to get an honest 
answer to the question of what 
the factors are which cause 
Russia to distrust us, in addi- 
tion to the question of what fac- 
tors lead us to distrust Russia. 
I am not sure that we have as 
a nation or an administration 
found an adequate answer to 
either question, although we 
have recognized that both ques- 
tions are of critical importance. 


FACTORS IN AMERICAN DIS- 
TRUST OF RUSSIA. 


Our basic distrust ‘of the Rus- 
sians, which has been greatly in- 
tensified in recent, months by the 
playing up of conflict in the 
press, stems from differences in 
political and economic organiza- 
tion. For the first time in our 
history defeatists among us have 
raised the fear of another system 
as a successful rival to democracy 
and free enterprise in other coun- 
tries and perhaps even our own. 
I am convinced that we can meet 
that challenge as we have in the 
past by demonstrating that eco- 
nomic abundance can be achieved 
without sacrificing personal, poli- 
tical and religious liberties. We 
cannot meet it as Hitler tried to 
by an anti-Comintern alliance. 


It is perhaps too easy to forget 
that despite the deep-seated dif- 
ferences in our cultures and inten- 
sive anti-Russian propaganda of, 
some 25 years standing, the Amer-. 
ican people reversed their atti- 
tudes during the crisis of war. 
Today, under the pressure of seem- 
ingly insoluble international prob- 
lems and continuing deadlocks, 
the tide of American public opin- 


ion is again turning against Rus- 
sia. In this reaction lies one of| 
the dangers to which this letter 
is addressed, : 


FACTORS IN RUSSIAN DIS-| 
TRUST OF THE WESTERN | 
WORLD. 


I should list the factors which 
make for Russian distrust of the| 
United States and of the western | 
world as follows: The first is Rus- | 
sian history, which we must take} 
into account because it is the set-| 
ting in which Russians see all 
actions and policies of the rest 
of the world. Russian history for 
over a thousand years has been a 
succession of attempts, often un-| 
successful, to resist invasion and | 
conquest—by the Mongols, the 
Turks, the Swedes, the Germans | 
and the Poles. The scant 30 years) 
of the existence of the Soviet Gov- | 
ernment has in Russian eyes been | 
a continuation of their historical, 
struggle for national existence. 
The first four years of the new 
regime, rrom 1917 through 1921, 
were spent in resisting attempts | 
at destruction by the Japanese, 
the British and French, with some 
American assistance, and by the 
several White Russian armies en- 
couraged and financed by the 
western powers. Then, in 1941, the 
Soviet state was almost conquered 
by the Germans after a period 
during which the western Euro-| 
pean powers had apparently ac-' 
quiesced in the rearming of Ger-| 
many in the belief that the Nazis | 
would seek to expand eastward 
rather than westward. The Rus- 
sians, therefore, obviously see 
themselves as fighting for their | 
existence in a hostile world. , 

Second, it follows that to the 
Russians all of the defense and se- | 
curity measures of the western | 
powers seem to have an aggressive | 
intent. Our actions to expand our 
military security system — such. 
steps as extending the Monroe. 
Doctrine to include the arming of 
the western hemisphere nations, | 
our present monopoly of the. 


' 


— another effort to destroy 
er. 


WHAT SHOULD WE DO? 


If this analysis is correct, and 
there is ample evidence to support 
it, the action to improve the situa- 
tion is clearly indicated, The fun- 
damenta}b objective of such action 
should be to allay any reasonable 
Russian grounds for fear, suspi- 
cion and distrust. We must recog- 
nize that the world has changed 
and that today there can be no 
“one world” unless the United 
States and Russia can find some 
way of living together. For 
example, most of us are firmly 
convinced of the soundness of our 
position when we suggest the in- 
ternationalization and defortifica- 
tion of the Danube or of the Dar- 
danelles, but we would be horri- 
fied and angered by any Russian 
counter-proposal that would in- 
volve also the internationalizing 
and disarming of Suez or Panama, 
We must recognize that to the 
Russians these seem to be identi- 
cal situations. 


We should ascertain from a 
fresh point of view what Rus- 
sia believes to be esssential to 
her own security as a prereq- 
uisite to the writing of the 
peace and to co-operation in 
the construction of a world 
order. We should be prepared to 
judge her requirements against 
the background of what we our- 
selves and the British have in- 
sisted upon as essential to our 
respective security. We should 
be prepared, even at the expense 
of risking epithets of appease 
ment, to agree to reasonable 
Russian guarantees of security. 
The progress made during June 
and July on the Italian and 
other treaties indicates that we 
can hope to arrive at under- 
standing and agreement on this 
aspect of the problem. 


We should not pursue further 
the question of the veto in con- 
nection with atomic energy, a 
question which is irrelevant and 
should never have been raised. 
We should be prepared to nego- 
tiate a treaty which will estab- 
lish a definite sequence of events 
for the establishment of inter- 
national control and develop- 
ment of atomic energy. This, 
I believe is the most important 
single question, and the one on 
which the present trend is 
definitely toward deadlock 
rather than ultimate agreement. 


We should make an effort to 
counteract the irrational fear of 
Russia which is being systemati- 
cally built up in the American 
people by certain individuals and 
publications. The slogan that 
communism and capitalism, regi- 


merttation and democracy, cannot 


continue to exist in the same world 
is, from a historical point of view, 
pure propaganda, Several religious 
doctrines, all claiming to be the 
only true gospel and salvation, 
have existed side by side with a 
reasonable degree of tolerance for 
centuries, This country was for 
the first-half of its national life a 
democratic island in a world domi- 
nated by absolutist governments. 

We should not act as if we too 
felt that we were threatened in 
today’s world. We are by far the 
most powerful nation in the world, 
the only Allied nation which came 
out of the war without devasta- 
tion and much stronger than be- 
fore the war. Any talk on our part 
about the need for strengthening 
our defenses further is bound to 
appear hypocritical to other na- 
ions, 


THE ROLE OF ECONOMIC 


RELATIONSHIPS. 


We should also be prepared to 
enter into economic discussion 
without demanding that the Rus- 
sians agree in advance to discus- 
sion of a series of what are to 
them difficult and somewhat un- 
related political and economic con- 
cessions. Although this is the field 
in which my department is most 
directly concerned, I must say that 
in my opinion this aspect of the 
problem is not as critical as some 
of the others, and certainly is far 
less important than the question 
of atomic energy control, But suc- 
cessful negotiation in this field 
might help considerably to bridge 
the chasm that separates us. The 
question of a loan should be ap- 
proached on economic and com- 
mercial grounds and should be dis- 
associated as much as possible 
from the current misunderstand- 
ings which flow from the basic 
differences between their system 
and ours. You have already 
clearly disassociated yourself and 
the American people from the ex- 
pressions of anti-Soviet support 
for the British loan, If we could 
have followed up your statement 
on signing the British loan bill 
with a loan to U.S.S.R. on a com- 
mercial basis and on similar finan- 
cial terms, I believe that it would 
have clearly demonstrated that 
this country is not attempting to 
use its economic resources in the 
game of power politics. In the 
light of the present Export- 


litical misunder- 
standing. Such discussions might 
well be while we are 
endeavoring to reach a common 
ground on security issues, and 
if conducted in an understand- 
ing manner, could only serve to 
make the problem easier. 

In the memorandum which I 
sent to you in March and which I 
suggested should be given Gen.’ 
(Walter Bedell) Smith to take to 
Moscow, I made certain sugges- 
tions for trade discussions and a 
trade mission. In preference to 
proposed discussions in this coun- 
try I want to renew my original 
proposal and urge‘ the appoint- 
ment of a mission to Moscow. 
Such a mission might have as its 
objective the drafting of a propos- 
al involving Russian reconstruc- 
tion and collaboration with Rus- 
sia in the industrial and economic 
development of areas in which we 
have joint interests, such as the 
Middle East. As I stated at that 
time, I am prepared to make sug- 
gestions for the composition of the 
mission and some of the specific 
economic questions to be dis- 
cussed. The Department of Com- 
merce has already arranged, with 
the co-operation of the State De-' 
partment, to send two representa- 
tives to Moscow for the months of 
July and August for preliminary 
discussions of a much more 
limited scope, I think it is very 
significant that most of the more 
optimistic reports about the possi- 
bilities of getting along with the 
Russians have come from Ameri- 
can observers who were business 
men. I have in mind such men as 
Wendell Willkie, Eric Johnston, 
and former Ambassador Joe 
Davies. The Russians seem to be 
friendly to, and seem to have re- 
spect for, capitalist business men. 

A number of observers have re- 
ported that the Soviet leaders are 
“isolationists” and appear to be 
lacking a true insight into the 
principles, motives, and ways of 
thinking in other nations. We 
must admit, however, that they 
pointed out the symptoms and the 
way to prevent World War II in 
their promotion of the concept of 
collective security. And aside from 
that, it seems to me we should try 
to do something constructive about 
their isolationism and ignorance, 
and I believe the aforementioned 
trade mission could accomplish 
much in that direction. I gather, 
too, that is part of what you have 
had in mind in inviting Premier 
Stalin to visit America. 

Many of the problems relating 
to the countries bordering on Rus- 
sia cold more readily be solved 
once an atmosphere of mutual 
trust and confidence is established 
and some form of economic ar- 
rangements are worked out with 
Russia. These problems also migiit 
be helped by discussions of an 
economic nature, Russian eco- 
nomic penetration of the Danube 
area, for example, might be coun- 
tered by concrete proposals for 
economic collaboration in the de- 
velopment of the resources of this 
area, rather than by insisting that 
the Russians should cease their 
unilateral penetration and offering 
no solution to the present eco 
nomic chaos there, 

SUMMARY: 

This proposal admittedly calls 
for a shift in some of our think- 
ing about international matters. 
It is imperative that we make 
this shift. We have little time to 
lose. Our postwar actions have 
not yet been adjusted to the les- 
son to be gained from experience 
of Allied co-operation during the 
war and the facts of the atomic 


the fog of 


age. 

It is certainly desirable that, 

as far as possible, we achieve 
unity on the home front with 
respect to our international rela- 
tions; but unity on the basis of 
building up conflict abroad 
would prove to be not only un- 
sound but disastrous. I think 
there is some reason to fear that 
in our earnest efforts to achieve 
bipartisan unity in this country 
we may have given way too 
much to isolationism masquer- 
ading as tough realism in inter- 
national affairs. 

The real test lies in the achieve- 
ment of international unity. It 
will be fruitless to continue to 
seek solutions for the many spe- 
cific problems that face us_in the 
making of the peace and in the 
establishment of an enduring in- 
ternational order without first 
achieving an atmosphere of mu- 
tual trust and confidence. The 
task admittedly is not an easy 
one. There is no question, as the 
Secretary of State has indicated, 
that negotiations with the Rus- 
sians are difficult because of cul- 
tural differences, their traditional 
isolationism, and their insistence 
on a visible quid pro quo in all 
agreements. But the task is not 
an insuperable one if we take into 
account that to other nations our 
foreign policy consists not only 
of the principles that we advocate 
but of the actions wetake. Funda- 
mentally, this comes down to the 
point discussed earlier in this let- 
ter, that even our own security, in 
the sense that we have known it

Wallace Joins Other Democrats A 


Party Pow Wow 


Attends Luncheon Given by Hannegan—Ad- 
ministration Adherents Divided on Ef- 
fect of His Speech. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace, 
center of Cabinet controversy 
joined yesterday in a Democratic 


pow-wow described as “wholly 
harmonious.” 

That description came from 
John J. Sparkman, Democratic 
candidate for the Senate from Al- 
abama. 

Sparkman and Wallace were 
among Democratic bigwigs who 
attended a luncheon given for 
party candidates in four states. 
National Chairman Robert E. 
Hannegan was host, in the quar- 
ters he occupies as postmaster 
general. 

Sparkman told reporters that 
“Democratic harmony” was plain- 
ly evident. Earlier, after a meet- 
ing with President Truman, some 
of the candidates expressed vary- 
ing views on whether Wallace’s 
speech against a “get-tough” pol- 
icy with Russia would hurt the 
party. 

Wallace was said by William 
W. Welsh, House candidate in the 
fifth Indiana district, to’ have 
joined thoroughly in the lunch- 
eon’s “spirit of conviviality.” 

Welsh told reporters Wallace 
circulated among the gathering 
“and some sought him out.” He 
said there were no speeches. 

Wallace left the closed luncheon 
meeting without seeing reporters.

INTERNATIONAL CONTROL

Russian products 
which are either definitely needed 
or which are non-competitive in 
this country are various non- 
ferrous metal ores, furs, linen 
products, lumber products, vege- 
table drugs, paper and pulp, and 
native handicrafts.

“The live poultry market is al- 
most completely out of hand,” the 
St. Louis Daily Market Reporter 
commented, “Consumer outlets 
are in such desperation for sup- 
plies that prices are pretty much 
a matter of conscience of the 
seller. However, it can be said 
that many dealers are not taking 
advantage of the situation and are 
filling orders at normal markups 
over cost.” 

Retail poultry prices have gone 
up as much.as 10 cents a pound 
since last week following a series 
of 1 and 2 cent increases in 
wholesale prices. 

New Rule on Beans. : 

Beans are in demand, and th 
OPA has tightened regulations 
governing their sale. Eating beans 
are under price ceilings, but beans 
designed for seed purposes are 
not, with the result that the price 
of the latter soared and many 
beans ostensibly marketed for 
planting actually were sold for 
consumption. The OPA now re- 
quires a signed statement from 
the seller of seed beans.

The American Hospital Associa- 
tion has asked the OPA and the 
Department of Agriculture to find 
means of supplying hospitals with 
meat.

The bill, 
already passed by the Senate, fell 
14 votes short of the 76 required 
for House passage, 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann of 
St. Louis came here yesterday to 
aid in the final drive for passage. 
He said he was optimistic but 
would make no prediction on the 
vote. The Mayor was host at a 
dinner for St. Louis House mem- 
bers at Hotel Governor last night. 

The defeat last week came after 
an active campaign of opposition 
from real estate organizations and 
dealers‘in St. Louis and Kansas 
City and from the Missouri Real 
Estate Association, a state-wide 
organization. Seventeen of the 32 
members representing the three 
cities to benefit from the bill were 
absent, including seven from St. 
Louis, seven from Kansas City 
and all of the three St. Joseph 
members, 

Plans to call the bill up late 
yesterday were abandoned after 
it was learned that virtually all 
of the 10 Kansas City members 
were absent.

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THREAT DISCLOSED 
T0 KILL CHURCHILL 


Former Head of White House 
Secret Service Writes of 
Incident During War. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Winston Churchill narrowly 
escaped assassination during his 
visit to the United States in June, 
1942, Michael F. Reilly, who 
headed the White Hbuse secret 
service detail during much of the 
Roosevelt administration, discloses 
in this week’s Saturday Evening 
Post. 

Reilly says British authorities 
overruled his efforts to have 
Churchill’s plane take off else- 
where than from the public Brit- 
ish Overseas Airbase at Baltimore 
as the Prime Minister prepared to 
leave the country. He said secret 
service men were ordered to ac- 
company Churchill to the plane re- 
gardiess, and that one of them, 
John Chandler, overpowered a 
field guard at the plane who was 
muttering: 

“I’m going to kill that 


Churchill.” The guard later was 
adjudged insane and was com- 
mitted to an institution. The Prime 
Minister was not informed that he 
had been “within one minute” of 
death, Reilly says. 


Reilly says that after the Euro- 
pean war began, “it took us a 
little while to learn how to handle 
some of the strange men and 
women Mrs. Roosevelt invited 
into the White House. She would 
often bring in somebody or other 
that everybody in the world knew 
was a Communist or was other- 
wise unacceptable on security 
grounds.” 


At first, Reilly says, she would 
say “I am not prepared to listen 
to a lot of idle gossip about my 
friends, and I'll invite anybody 
here that I choose to invite.” 


The secret service countered by 
making checks on guests lists, and 
once it placed evidence before 
Mrs. Roosevelt that one of her 
callers was a Communist or other- 
wise an unwise guest, that person 
never was invited again, Reilly 
says. 


“A lot of weird ones got in once, 
but not the second time.” But one 
person, he adds, on whom the se- 
cret service was never able to pin 
anything directly although morally 
certain he was a Communist, con- 
tinued his visits. 


Mrs. Roosevelt could not be 
reached.

began the new Communist gov- 
ernment in Russia, back in the 
20’s, with the idea that private 
business was wrong, because 
profits were stolen from the “de- 
fenseless worker.” The Commun- 
ists proposed to run industry on 
the plan of “from each according 
to his ability and to each accord- 
ing to his needs.” 

They had to junk both ideas 
very early. 

Now industries, although state- 
owned, set aside percentages of 
their annual earnings as “profits” 
which the state takes. 

The “workers’ society” which 
had hoped to pay everyone as 
nearly equally as possible has now 
so changed that differences are 
large and growing larger. 

Figures are scanty on what 
Ivan of Russia gets. And they’re 
hard to judge because much of 
his income comes in free social 
services, such as medical care, 
rest homes for vacations, reading 
rooms and pensions. 

Even so, the social program 
fails of two benefits for which 
United States workers have 
fought. There is no minimum 
wage in Russia and no unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

Examples of Pay Differentials. 
Here are some of the known 
wage differentials: 

1. In the army a private gets 
10% rubles a month in peace- 
time, a captain 1700 rubles and a 
colonel 2400 rubles. 

2. In 1940 one industrial man- 
ager got 3000 rubles a month, 
while the unskilled workers in his 
plant were paid 150 rubles. In 
addition, the manager had the use 
of an apartment, two automobiles 
and some horses. 

3. In a Moscow underwear 
plant, the woman workers worked 
for less pay than men, in the 
best capitalist tradition. 

In 1921, before Communist lead- 
ers learned that workers need in- 
centives to turn out much work, 
administrators were paid four to 
five times as much as workers—as 
though a plant manager in the 
United States drew $5000 a year 
and his workers, $1000. By 1929, 
in the coal mining industry, for 
instance, chief engineers were get- 
ting 5 to 15 times as much as the 
lowest paid workers. 

Privileges for ‘Intellectuals.’ 

A recent report from Moscow 
says the “intellectuals” (on whom 
much of the planning and propa- 
ganda rests) have many special 
privileges, including automobiles, 
country villas, small, yachts, furs, 
pianos, radios, books—‘“everything 
but refrigerators and a can 
opener that will work.” 

However, the lowest classes are 
getting an increasing amount of 
the world’s goods, even though 
their living conditions are “still 
much below many Europeans and 
far below those in the United 
States.” 

Just before the war it was still 
true in the big cities that the 
majority of families had only one 
room, with no private toilet fa- 
cilities. And the peasants, 50 per 
cent of the people, were living for 
the most part in dug-outs or 
barracks. 

Reports say that new houses 
are beginning to appear in peas- 


boast furniture, crockery 
linen. Villages are getting day nur- 
series, hospitals, reading rooms, 
public buildings, pavement, elec- 


to buy consumers’ goods in large 
amounts— which is another way 
of saying that Russia was turning 
out large amounts. That year 
peasants bought 900,000,000 rubles 
worth of gramophones, cameras, 
bicycles and sports goods.

Two of America’s most 
prominent public servants are the 
ehief authors and agents of this 
policy: Bernard M. Baruch, Unit- 
ed States member of the United 
Nations atomic energy commis- 
sion; and Dean Acheson, under 
secretary of state for political 
affairs and co-author of atomic 
policy. 

In the same way, Wallace has 
also impaired the effectiveness of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur in his 
dealings with the Soviets and 
other foreign representatives in 
Japan. 

Others affected by Wallace’s at- 
tacks on their positions and poli- 
cies are: 

Gen. Mark Clark, United States 
eommander in  <Austria; Gen.

Wallace’s Invasion. 

Wallace’s invasion of the field 
of foreign policy is giving the 
world an example of what can 
happen when a high-minded ideal- 
ist moves in on a delicate and 
complicated subject which he has 
never had an opportunity to study 
too profoundly over too Jong a 
period of time, veteran experts on 
world affairs said here today. 

Wallace sees that the world is 
in a sad and parlous state.

What Needs to Be Done? 


But what needs to be done about 
a situation which everybody agrees 
is dangerous, everybody deplores 
and everybody wants to improve? 

In his answers to this question, 
Wallace reveals two more basic 
qualities of his attitude toward 
foreign affairs: 

His idealism and the fact that 
he has not had the opportunity

This is not the only time that 
the President has permitted him- 
self to become involved, although 
it is certainly the most flagrant. 
In fact, an almost parallel episode 
eccurred as long ago as last 
winter when the Iranian crisis 
first forced Byrnes to take a firm 
line with the Soviet Union. At 
‘that time Wallace vociferously at- 
tacked Byrnes in all but name on 
.the very eve of the United 
Nations Security Council meeting 
to consider the Iranian issue. 

This earlier speech had all the 
distinguishing characteristics of 
the more recent New York ora- 
tion. There was the same violent 
denunciation of “Imperialist Bri- 
' tain,” coupled with the same in- 
‘ dulgent reproof to the unruly Rus- 
gians. (If anything, the earlier 
@peech captured even more faith- 
fully the tone of the doting 
maiden aunt, who murmurs “Boys 
| will be boys,” as Little Willy guil- 
lotines the cat.) 
| Then, too, there was the same 
frivolous disregard of possible 
repercussions, for the Soviet deci- 
sion whether to press forward or 
withdraw in Iran then depended 
wholly on the Soviet assessment 
of American intentions. Above all, 
there was the same effort to in- 
volve the President by reading 
over the speech to him without 
clearance at the State Department 
and securing his good-natured 
“approval.” 

Stir of First Speech Confined. 

The stir caused by the first 
speech was confined to the White 
House, partly because the Presi- 
dent’s easy-going assent was not 
made public and partly because 
the country was not then so alive 
to the seriousness of the foreign 
situation. 

The Presidential assent was 
only useful when the State De- 
partment grimly pointed out that 
Wallace had virtually invited a 
Soviet coup d’ etat at Teheran 
and pointedly asked for less ama- 
teur help in the future. 


The effort to confine Wallace. 


to his own presumed duties was 
strikingly unsuccessful. The first 
speech was hardly out of his 
mouth when he gave an interview 
denouncing the retention of the 
American air base in Iceland as 
an indication of “aggressive” in- 
tent against the Soviet Union. 
The interview, although incon- 
spicuously printed, caused the Ice- 
landic Government to break off 
delicate negotiations which the

been carrying on for months. It 
thus prevented this country from 
obtaining permanent basing rights 
in Iceland. Wallace was appro- 
priately aided in this by Senator 
Claude Pepper of Florida who 
sprouted something like an Izves- 
tia leading article on the Senate 
floor at the very moment when 
there briefly seemed to be some 
hope of repairing the damage 
done by Wallace. 

More recently Wallace partici- 
pated, with Judge Samuel Rosen- 
mann and David K. Niles, in the 
President’s only personal venture 
in the foreign policy field. 


Influence on Palestine Issue. 


In the management of the 
tragic Palestine issue, Wallace's 
advice is reputed to have carried 
considerable .weight, He is fur- 
ther reported to have special re- 
sponsibility for the President's 
fundamental error which was his 
failure to grasp the unity of the 
Middle Eastern problem, or to re- 
alize that a settlement in Pales- 
tine was hopeless without an over- 
all solution of the problem of 
Soviet pressure on the Middle 
East. 


Here again he was trying to 
formulate American foreign pol- 
icy by slipping in the back door 
of the White House and talking 
things over in a chummy way 
with the over-driven and far from 
expert President. 

In this case it was particularly 
easy since the President for a 
long time kept the Palestine issue 
in his own hands and out of the 
State Department’s, 

The major riddle presented by 
the events is, of course, the Presi- 
dent’s share in them. But, al- 
though the President's “approval” 
of Wallace’s New York address 
deserved to be a nine-day wonder, 
it must not be regarded as having 
any serious meaning. The solu- 
tion to the riddle is beyond ques- 
tion the simplest one available. 
In granting his “approval,” the 
President completely failed to 
realize the significance of his act 
or even the implications of what 
Wallace said.

Thad Snow Looks Around 


o the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I thought Henry Wallace’s speech in 
St. Louis a few months back was a dud, 
but he certainly dropped a live bomb in 
New York last week. 

President Truman first approved what 
Henry was going to say, and then dis- 
avowed it after Henry had said it, which 
established beyond a doubt the high im- 
portance of the Madison Square speech. 
The speech had great merit, too, if the 
State Department’s displeasure over it 
Was accurately reported, and I guess it 
was because the President reacted and 
retracted almost overnight. 

Wallace’s speech made me very happy, 
momentarily. It looked like he and the 
President had both gone pro-civilization, 
and I assumed, innocently enough, that 
the State Department as well as Truman 
had okayed it all in advance. I’m still 
considerably happy about it, , repudia- 
tions and disavowals to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

* * * 


A careful reading of what Henry said, 
however, is a little disappointing. He 
shied around the facts a good bit, and 
preached too much, I thought. 

I’m sure I have as poor an opinion as 
Henry of the foreign policies of all the 
great powers, but I can’t see their bick- 
erings and war-mongerings to be a con- 
flict between “the constructive spiritual 
forces of the Lord and the destructive 
forces of Satan.” 

Then I don’t think he ought to blame 
Jimmy Byrnes’s and Vandenberg’s 
wrongheadedness on the British. I think 
their support of British imperialism is 
only incidental to the prosecution of our 
own brand of imperialism, 

On the whole, though, I like what 
Henry said, and I hope he is not 
bothered too much by Truman’s after- 
thought and disavowal. 

Henry has put himself definitely on 
the side of the angels, and after reading 
and hearing Winchell, Lippmann, Kal- 
tenborn, Churchill, et al., beat “Satan’s 
war drums,” it doesn’t take much from 
the other side to make me happy. And 
Henry’s speech isn’t the only heartening 
occurrence in this gloomy year.

I thought the Acheson-Lilienthal re- 
port on the control of atomic energy 
might mark a trend toward interna- 
tional sanity. The Post-Dispatch printed 
this lengthy state document in full. I 
read it enthusiastically and enjoyed high 
hopes for the human race for several 
days thereafter.

To the mischief caused by his New York 
speech last week Henry Wallace now adds his 
letter of July 23 last to the President. This in- 
timate communication, concerning relations be- 
tween the United States and Russia, was re- 
leased last night by Wallace on the flimsy excuse 
that a copy of it had been “filched from the 
files” and is now in possession of a newspaper 
columnist. 

Mr. Wallace’s New York address evoked a 
storm of comment all over the world, ranging 
from Senator Vandenberg’s dry remark that the 
United States should have but one Secretary of 
State at a time to demands that Wallace should 
resign. It placed Mr. Truman in a humiliating 
position because he first told the press he had 
indorsed the speech and later, to uphold the 
hand of Secretary Byrnes, was forced to retract 
the statement. 

Now comes another monkey wrench, at a time 
when the United States is engaged in the most 
intricate and delicate negotiation with the Soviet 
Government at Paris on scores of subjects. 
Events have moved swiftly since last July, and 
the picture Wallace saw last July has altered in 
marked degree. 

The Wallace letter expressed deep concern 
that World War III is in the making, but this is 
no original thought with him. The whole world 
is haunted by the prospect. Wallace’s formula 
to prevent it, however, is a policy that goes fur- 
ther than conciliation and fairness—it is a policy 
of outright appeasement. He would weaken our 
military establishment—ignoring the wise aphor- 
ism of Secretary Byrnes that “weakness invites 
aggression”; he would lend vast sums to Russia, 
now engaged in a highly militaristic five-year 
plan announced by Stalin last December; and 
he would scrap the Baruch-Acheson-Lilienthal 
plan to internationalize the atomic bomb. 

Here are matters of the highest public policy 
which, in any country where officialdom ob- 
serves ordinary prudence and discipline, would 
be hammered out arouné the council table. They 
are matters to test the most mature wisdom of 
our leaders and the conclusions drawn should 
bear the imprint of the agreement of many 
minds. Yet, Wallace, seemingly impersonating 
a new Moses just descended from Mount Sinai, 
decides these questions for the country on his 
own initiative. 

This man has performed fine services for his 
country: he was one of President Roosevelt’s 
most faithful followers; in the past he has will- 
ingly subordinated his own personality and his 
own ambitions to his superior in the White 
House. It is inconceivable that he would have 
produced this twin outburst while F.D.R. was 
President and he could have been emboldened 
to do it only because of Mr. Truman’s weak 
leadership. In any event, his judgment is la- 
mentably bad and his taste is worse, for it is 
one thing for a private citizen to present views 
diametric to those of the Administration and 
quite another for a member of the President’s 
official family to do so. 

To say that there are many statements in Wal- 
lace’s letter that are true; to say that he skill- 
fully sketched behavior on the part of the West- 
ern democracies that causes Russian suspicion; 
to say that he properly points out there must be 
an understanding between all the powers—to 
grant Wallace these points and others does not 
excuse him for the blundering bullheadedness 
of his release of the letter. Nor does it give 
validity to his conclusions. 

Wallace has done great harm to his country 
by imposing his own untested views at a time 
when the Soviet Union is engaged in a world- 
wide diplomatic struggle with the United States. 
He weakens the hand of Secretary Byrnes. He 
gives aid and comfort to Russia in its failure to 
accept the generous terms of the Baruch-Ache- 
son-Lilienthal report. Never in the history of 
the world has one great nation voluntarily of- 
fered to share a vital military secret with others, 


as we have done with the atom bomb. Yet Wal- 


lace, right in the middle of negotiations of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy Commission, casts 
derogatory remarks about his own country’s pro- 
posal,

Accident and Archaeology 

Housewives digging a wading pool, or a cow- 
hand watching the ground as he rides along, 
sometimes can do more than archaeologists can 
to explain man’s mysteries to man. At least, 
accident and archaeology work hand in hand, 
and so it is with the discovery of an ancient 
grave by two spading housewives at Concord, 
Calif. 

It was on a spring day in 1926 that science 
was surprised with evidence that man existed in 
North America long before the Christian epoch. 
A Negro cowhand, riding range near Folsom, 
N. M., noticed flint heads in a creek. He recog- 
nized that they were no ordinary arrow heads, 
and reported them. From these unique, smoothly 
grooved lance-points and their geological sur- 
rounding, science deduced that man lived in 
America 10,000 years ago—and later traced him 
into Alaska, the bridge to Asia. 

Yet the Folsom men of the Ice Age seem to 
have disappeared without a trace. No identi- 
fiable Folsom graves have been found. The 
scientists only suspect, from other doubtful re- 
mains, that early man on this continent was a 
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fellow with an extraorainarily long, narrow head. 
That explains the eager attention of California 
University experts to the new find at Concord, 
which produced five fossilized skeletons with 
elliptical heads. 

Perhaps the Concord site will reveal more 


of man’s antiquity. Maybe it will only add to 


the puzzle. But this unending process of replac- 
ing mystery with mystery, and thinning down 
the lot, will continue as long as man’s eternal 
curiosity about himself remains unsatisfied. 
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Apathy in the Bonus Issue 

The Missouri House of Representatives yester- 
day refused, by a vote of 33 to 58, to revive a 
proposal to pay a State bonus of up to $400 to 
veterans of World War 11. Usually veterans’ 
bonuses are tubs that produce a lot of thumping 
in postwar politics, but this time few states have 
succumbed to such political pressure. Neither 
should Missouri. 

Wherever bonuses have been discussed, three 
strong objections have been raised. First, bonus 
plans commonly mean higher taxes, and the vet- 
eran might have to pay for such beneficence to 
himself. Second, in these inflationary times, the 
value of a cash bonus is less than it normally 
would be. Third, cash alone doesn’t meet the 
real needs of ex-service men. 

What the veterans require first is housing, 
jobs, job-training and education. The Federal 
Government is assisting former soldiers and 
sailors:‘toward each of these, through the GI Bill 
of Rights. Some states have wisely supplemented 
this bill. So veterans have come to look upon a 
cash grant as a sort of political escape from gov- 
ernment’s real responsibility. 

Only three states actually are paying bonuses: 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Vermont. 
Massachusetts adopted a bonus plan early in the 
war, but has had to rely on taxes on corporate 
incomes, cigarettes and beverages to pay the bill. 
Last week Maine voted against a bonus by two 
to one. In four other states, political leaders 


' discovered that the bonus was not as popular an 


issue as they had thought, so they passed the 
buck to voters. Citizens of New York, Michigan, 
Rhode Island and Illinois will decide the matter 
at the polls. 

In Illinois, legislative debate on the proposal 
provoked strenuous objections. Sixty veterans 
testified, and many opposed what they termed a 
“pecuniary thank-you” or “rob-Peter-to-pay-Paul” 
plan. On Nov. 5, Illinois voters will decide 
whether to impose about $20,000,000 a year in 
new taxes upon themselves to pay for a bonus, 
and it is doubtful whether they will be as en- 
thusiastic about it as some of the State officials. 

In the Missouri Legislature a move for a 
$150,000,000 bond issue, to be paid off by a 
higher sales tax, was defeated in June. Then 
the bonus idea was revived, but an investigating 
committee which called for testimony from 20 
organizations heard opinions from only three. 
Last week even the State American Legion Con- 
vention went on record against a bonus now— 
a development which may have influenced the 


House yesterday in turning down the bonus 


again. 

That is the way matters stand in the new legis- 
lative session. There still is danger that some- 
one will try to use a bonus appeal as the basis 
for demagoguery, but he would have to struggle 
for an audience. 
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The Army’s idea of the appropriate thing 
seems to be to confine rank injustice to the 
ranks. 
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Citizens First 

The American Veterans’ Committee stole a 
march in its admirable slogan, “Citizens First, 
Veterans Second.” However, there is in our 
community today heartening evidence—not, of 
course, the first—that all the major veteran or- 
ganizations cleave to the same principle on a 
fundamental issue. The Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, American Veterans of World War II, 
American Legion, Disabled American Veterans 
and AVC have joined forces in a non-partisan 
committee to get out the vote in November. 

In this year of strange electoral apathy, such 
an undertaking is a cause for rejoicing. If any- 
one can get people to the polls, it is doorbell- 
ringers with gold discharge buttons. It is hard 
to say “no” to a man who tells you that voting 
for the candidates of your own preference is an 
obligation you owe him personally and all his 
kind. Few of us are so case-hardened, surely, 
that we would give such men our promise and 
then break it. 
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A new type rubber is reported being made 
from waste. In consideration of everything that 
is being wasted today, there should be no sur- 
prise at anything that is made from it. 
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Libel of a Rat 


Among the ugly paradoxes that have attended 
World War II, not the least perplexing is the 
case of Wolfgang Schenke. 

Schenke is a Nazi rat who was a member of 
the spy gang known as Bureau Ehrhardt, and 
who is in jail in Shanghai awaiting trial on a 
war crimes charge before a United States Mili- 
tary Commission. 

The United Press reported the results of 
United States Army investigations of this war 
criminal, and Schenke sued, alleging libel. - The 
Chinese courts have denied a motion for: dis- 
missal, thereby upholding Schenke as having a 
right to bring the suit. . 

Chiang Kai-shek’s Government has been any- 
thing but firm in dealing with Nazi war crimi- 
nals who still linger within the borders of China, 
but this just about takes the cake. Leniency 
to the point of complicity has allowed Nazis to 
escape to sanctuaries in other countries. There 
is even evidence that Nazis continue to counsel 
Chiang’s Government. 7 

And now a Chinese court solemnly affirms 
that it may possibly be libel of a dirty little Nazi 
rat to publish official reports which merely go 
to show that he is a dirty little Nazi rat. 

It remains in some doubt who won the war, 
but very obviously Wolfgang Schenke hasn’t lost 
it yet.

The South has produced demagogues and high thinking, but is not 
alone in either, Georgia’s Governor says; even its record on civil 
of rights is a paradox; now industrialization has come to Southern 
frontier; this will create changes of consequence to whole nation.

To understand the people of the South, 
you must look at their origins. Tlere are 
English in Virginia, Huguenots in Charles- 
ton, French and Spanish in New Orleans, 
and Salzburgers in Georgia; but the great 
mass of the South, especially the Southeast, 
is Gaelic. 


It is not literally true that, to the aver- 
age Southerner, no battle, except King’s 
Mountain, intervened between Bannockburn 
and Shiloh, But a glance at the telephone 
directory of almost any Southern city, ex- 
cept Richmond and Atlanta will show the 
predominance of Scotch names. 


Subtly their thoughts color the thoughts 
of the South. Strange Pictish demons walk 
through the swamps and pine forests. The 
involuted talk of the Scot has left its mark 
upon the Southern idiom where every kins- 
man is a cousin. The loyalty to tribe and 
clan and family is as fierce and enduring 
as on the day when the Bruce hurled his 
gillies against the proud Edward. 


“Symbol of Sheeted Parody” 


It is small wonder that witch doctors of 
the South resorted to the fiery cross of 
the clansmen as the symbol of their sheeted 
parody. And the rhetoric of the South is 
endowed with a Gaelic fire that sometimes 
burns brightly without illuminating any ob- 
ject about it. 

Nowhere is Southern thought more curi- 
ously paradoxical than in the field of civil 
rights. The South, in the frenzied years of 
the turn of the century, enacted none of the 
weird statutes against aberrant political 
and social thinking such as led to persecu- 
tions in the Middle West. 


Indeed, the only statute ever passed in 
Georgia that sought to interfere with free- 
dom of thought and speech in any way was 
held unconstitutional by a Georgia jurist, 
when, after 50 years on the statute books 
without a prosecution, it was brought to 
light and an indictment returned under it. 
But the Angelo Herndon case is never cited 
by those who may be termed professional 
anti-Southerners. . 

Herndon, a Negro Communist, was con- 
victed under this ancient statute prohibit- 
ing the possession or dissemination of sub- 
versive printed matter advocating a fun- 
damental change in the government. His 
freedom was obtained through a writ of 
habeas corpus. 


A Share in Demagoguery 


The South has had its share of dema- 
gogues. The demagogue is recognizable by 
three obvious traits. He promises a vague 
Utopia in which milk and honey shall flow 
more opulently than in the New Jerusalem. 
He is flanked by a company of jackals who 
pluck the cofpse of the state’s treasury to 
dry bones. He selects as an object of at- 
tack some religious or racial group that is 
weak and relatively defenseless, and loads 
upon its back the sins of the people. 


To a demagogue on the Pacific Coast, the 
scapegoat very likely will be the Nisei. 
When he lived in Germany, before he put 
a bullet through his brain, his scapegoat 
was labeled “Jew”; his soul goes marching 
on in Boston, where he suppresses books, 
and overturns the monuments in grave- 
yards, and writes filth on the walls of syna- 
gogues, and waylays little Jewish paper- 
carriers on their way home at evening. In 
the South he hates “niggers.” 

But wherever he lives he fears schools 


and colleges and teachers and students. He 
feels that they are engaged in a single gi- 
gantic conspiracy against his rule, his per- 
son and his way of thought. His instinct 
is both sure and accurate: they are. 


There was a day in the South when the 
educator was assailed for heresy, but after 
Poteat of Furman challenged the bigots 
and summoned the shade of Roger Wil- 
liams to his defense, that form of attack 
lapsed. But the racial brand of demagogic 
attack continued. 


From Mansion to Shanty 


Since the educator deals in a circumam- 
bulatory terminology, too often understand- 
able only by his colleagues, it is easy for 
the demagogue to accuse and almost to 
prove him to be an advocate of miscegena- 
tion upon the basis of a recommendation 
that Negroes be provided with sanitary 
privies. 


There are many Souths, and it is easy to 
write about any of them if you have no 
special regard for accuracy. There is the 
South of magnolia blossoms and spacious 
white verandas. There is the South of 
squalid unpainted tenant shanties on eroded 
non-productive acres. But neither mansion 
nor shanty, Marse Chan nor Jeeter Lester, 
is actually representative of the South. 


The South is not even a “cotton empire.” 
Certainly Georgia, Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina and Florida no longer rely exclusive- 
ly upon cotton as the chief cash crop. But 
the mechanical cotton-picker may mean 
temporary catastrophe to many tenants 
and sharecroppers. 


In the new decentralization of American 
industry, the manufacture of all classes of 
textiles will center in the Southern states. 
Most of the wartime industries that came 
to the South were temporary, But the pro- 
duction of synthetic rubber was concen- 
trated in this section, and since most of 
the tire fabric is a product of Georgia and 
Alabama mills, a gradual transplanting of 
this industry will result. New industries 
that rely upon wood pulp and plastics will 
center their production in the South. 


Visions of a New South 


The vision of an industrialized South 
has been received by Southerners with 
mixed emotions. The cult of industry is 
served by many who have no hesitation in 
proposing to turn the already exploited 
South into a mechanized slum, although 
there is force in their retort to the agrari- 
ans that cotton farming, especially in the 
one-crop areas, is a form of mass produc- 
tion indistinguishable from widget-making. 

The South will not become, of coyrse, 
either a single great factory or the habi- 
tation of 30,000,000 cheerful peasants en- 
gaged in subsistence farming. Neither idea 
has attracted the Southern mind, which 
rebels against either form of monotony. 

The South is one of America’s last re- 
maining frontiers. Its development is con- 
sequential not only to the millions who live 
there but to the other 110,000,000 Ameri- 
cans who are citizens in a common country.

When Flying Was Young

Ernest Gann’s new book is dedicated to 
the early air-mail pilots who pioneered in 
this field and paved the way for today’s 
commercial aviation. It seems unbelievable 
now, when you can fly almost anywhere in 
the world quickly and safely, that only 25 
years ago all pilots were considered reck- 
less dare-devils. Passenger flights were 
unheard of, and if anyone was foolish 
enough to ride along on one of these early 
mail flights, he sat in with the mail and 
prayed because there wasn’t enough space 
for him to wear a parachute. 

* * * 

The central figures of the book are the 
four MacDonald brothers, who gave up 
their care-free barnstorming days to join 
a small band of men whe flew the mail be- 


» tween Newark, Syracuse, Alhany and Buf- 


falo. They were a gay, impulsive, closely 
knit group who really enjoyed the chal- 
lenges that flying presented. Roland, the 
eldest was dramatic and cloaked his affec- 
tion for the others behind a surly air 
which fooled no one. Colin was more even- 
tempered than the others, and his direct 
logical air helped win him the girl he pro- 
posed tp seven hours after meeting her. 
Tad was quiet and kept his thoughts to 
himself. All three watched and mothered 
Keith, the youngest, who took their ad- 
monitions with cheerful calm. 

The real story of the book is that of avia- 
tion as it grew from a side-show phenome- 
non toa giant industry. As Mr. Gann tells 
it, it is good reading. There is no closely 
woven plot, but rather a series of typical 
incidents held together by the very real 
characters and their changing relationships 
to each other. The characters make the 
book, and it is through them that we see 
the idea of air-travel pass from the dream 
of a few far-sighted men into a reality, 
still dangerous at the close of the book, 
but with the era of constant improve- 
ment begun, °

The incidents chosen to illustrate the 
hazardous, but joyous life are lively and 
swift-moving. They center around the 
MacDonalds, but also bring in a wealth 
of crisply drawn minor characters: Gaf- 
ferty, the manager, torn between his fi- 
nancial backers and the pilots he envied, 
worried over, and treated with an em- 
barrassed reserve; Lucille, who found out 
that marrying Colin meant marrying all 
four brothers and who learned to respect 
their love of flying; Porkie, philosopher 
and private loan company, who literally 
hibernated during the winter months when 
flying was impossible; Whispering Johnny, 
a real old-timer, whose health grounded 
him before the new safety measures came. 

While there are one or two rather vul- 
gar passages, which seemed to interrupt 
the swift flow of the story, the author's 
affection and respect for these early flyers 
keeps the reader so engrossed in the story 
that it seems a very minor defect.

Apparently, he resents the fact 
that the Soviet bloc, with about a 
fifth of the world’s population, 
wields less influence and power 
than the remaining four fifths. 

He also is scandalized that the 
nations cannot be induced or bul- 
lied into approving further Soviet 
expansion, bigger Soviet repara- 
tions and the installation of more 

“united front” governments bossed 
by Communists. 

To hear Mr. Manuilsky, one 
might think that it was the Anglo- 
Saxons that had seized three or 
four once independent countries, 
set up stooge governments in half 
a dozen more, purged and mur- 
dered thousands of alleged oppo- 
nents and milked the masses dry. 


Shotgun Accusations. 


Mr. Manuilsky also complains 
that Communist parties are being 
unjustly attacked. These parties, 
he notes, played a considerable 
part in winning victory and it is 
“time to stop” action against 
them. ' 

‘Why? The middle-class parties 
also played a considerable part in 
winning victory, Yet nearly every- 
where the Soviets have anything 
to say, they are being ruthlessly 
suppressed. Has Mr. Manuilsky

the adjutant of their one-time fa- 
vorite and benefactor Veltcheff by 
crushing his head in a vise? 

Mr. Manuilsky believes that the 
Greek Government is giving a 
raw deal to the Greek Commu- 
nists. Democrats like me have not 
yet forgiven Churchill for so mis- 
treating the original Greek EAM 
as to compel the Greeks to choose 
between Communism and reac- 
tion. But to a totalitarian like 
Mr. Manuilsky the mistreatment 
or suppression of a rival party is 
normal. There is no visible reason 
why Greece should show more 
consideration for Communists 
than the Soviet Union does for 
non-Communists, 

Whom does Mr. Manuilsky 
think he is kidding? 

Finally, the Foreign Minister of 
Soviet Ukraine resents the pres- 
ence of British troops in Greece. 
So do I. But I was displeased by 
what Soviet troops did in Iran 
and by what they are still doing 
in Korea and Austria. And whose 
troops are massing on the Greek 
border? 

Actually, Mr. Manuilsky is mere- 
ly following the ancient Com- 
munist principle (copied by Hit- 
ler) of accusing your adversaries 
of doing exactly what you are 
doing against him. 


On the Right Track. 


To Polish Communists, who had 
been led to believe that Moscow’s 
wil] is now law in Europe, Secre- 
tary Byrnes’s statement that the 
United States has never accepted 
the cession to Poland of “any par- 
ticular area” in Germany, must 
have been downright shocking. 
But the Warsaw protest against 
it would have been more convinc- 
ing had it been preceded by simi- 
lar protests against the seizure of 
purely Polish territories by Rus- 
sia. 

The fact is since 1944 Moscow 
has prospered on a mixture of 
Red Army violence and the “will 
to believe” of pro-Russian foreign- 
ers. Thus as late as April 1 of 
this year, PM’s Max Lerner was 
repeating the old gag that “the 
roots of Russian expansion are 
fear.” This line served Russia’s 
purpose wonderfully. If this were

CHURGH HEAD WARNS 
AGAINST PEACE DELAY 


Episcopal Bishop Sherrill 
Says Catastrophe ‘Can 
Take Place Here,’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—The Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sher- 
rill, newly elected presiding bishop 
of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church said “unless a peace of 
righteousness is reached soon” the 
catastrophe that befell Europe 
“can take place here.” 

The 55-year-old former army 
chaplain who now heads the dio- 
cese of Massachusetts, told report- 
ers after his election yesterday at 
the church’s general convention, 
“the necessity for Christian unity 
is imperativs.” 

“How can we expect nations to 
co-operate unless the world’s 
churches co-operate,” he asked. 
The new presiding bishop said 
he favored placing the atom bomb 
under the “control of an interna- 


tional organization as rapidly as 
possible.” 
“There again,” he added, “time 
is running out and if something is 
not done soon we will be in an 
A-bomb race.” 
Three clergymen were elected to- 
day to fill vacant bishopries. The 
Rev. Stephen C. Clark Jr., Pasa- 
dena, Calif., succeeded Bishop 
Arthur W. Moulton of Utah who 
had reached the retirement age. 
The Rev. Lane W. Barton, East 
Orange, N.J., will fill a vacancy 
created by transfer of Bishop Wil- 
liam P. Remington from eastern 
Oregon to the post of suffragan. 
bishop of Pennsylvania. The Rev. 
George H. Quarterman of Ard- 
more, Okla., will fill a vacancy 
created by the retirement due to 
illness of Bishop Cecil Seaman of 
north Texas, 

Further Union Study. 
The House of Bishops, after long 
debate, concurred yesterday with 
the action of the House of Deputies 
on unity with the Presbyterian 
Church, recommending that the 
proposed merger be studied an- 
other three years. 


The bishops added two amend- 
ments.

in the White House has the discord flung back at him from all 


ever the world. That is a lesson which President Truman has great 


difficulty in learning. 

The loud echoes of the Henry 
Wallace speech on foreign policy 
were accidental. That is now pain- 
fully clear. But another and earli- 
ereaccident contributed not a lit- 
tle toward shaping our present 
policy on Soviet Russia, and this 
is a good time to examine the 
meaning of that other accident, 


Janocent By-Stander. 


When Winston Churchill made 
his famous speech at Fulton, Mo., 
President Truman sat on the plat- 
form beside him. Thereby, in spite 
of everything he said to the con- 
trary, the President seemed to be 


indorsing Churchill’s “iron cur- 
tain” speech, 

That was not the President's in- 
tention. In fact, he felt a certain 
rancor and resentment at having 
| been put in that position. He was 
just sitting there when the gun 
was fired, and yet he seemed to 
get part of the blame, or credit, 
for what that blast did. 

The background is revealing. It 
happens that the President’s mil- 
itary aide, Maj. Gen. Harry W. 
Vaughn, is a graduate of West- 
minster College at Fulton. Trying 
to get Churchill as a speaker, the 
college enlisted the help of this 
prominent alumnus. On the letter 
that Vaughn sent to Churchill, in- 
closing the invitation from the col- 
lege, the President wrote: 

“If you go out, I'll go out with 
you.” 

There were several motives. One 
was to do honor to a great states- 
man. Then, too, Truman had been 
fascinated by Churchill’s magic 
gift of talk. He looked forward to 
spending a day or two with him. 

After the Fulton speech, the re- 
percussions sounded from one pole 
to the other. When he was asked 
if he had read the Churchill ad- 
dress in advance of its delivery, 
the President replied with an em- 
phatic “no.” He told his intimates 
that he had not even discussed the 
contents of the speech with his 
guest. 


End of Appeasement. 


What made this harder to be- 
lieve was a little-noticed event 
which preceded the first White 
Ho@se meeting between Church- 
ill and President Truman. Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes had flown 
to Florida to visit the former 
Prime Minister at his vacation 
retreat in the company of Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, who is Church- 
ill’s eldest American friend. 
Byrnes, it seemed most likely, 
would have made discreet inquiry 
about the remarks to be made on 
the now historic occasion. 

But whatever the circumstances, 
the fact remains that our firm 
policy toward the Soviet Union 
dates more or less from the 
Churchill speech. Just two months

Stalin Declines. 


An official invitation went to 
Stalin with the new Ambassador 
to Russia, Walter Bedell Smith.

It is hard to realize what a 
change in the climate of the world 
has occurred since the Churchill 
speech. Whether it is owing en- 
tirely to the blunt declaration is 
debatable, but that the change 
occurred no one can cery. 


Before the turning point, there 
were important advocates who 
argued that the role of the United 
States should be that of mediator 
between Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union. One of the ablest 
was Walter Lippmann, who was 
severely criticized in England for 
his position. 

Perhaps the change that came 
after Fulton was to the best in- 
terests of the United States. We 
had been drifting. Some sort of 
showdown was inevitable sooner 
or later. 


But the point I want to make/ 


here is that it should not have 
come through an accident or by 
indirection. It should have come 
as a deliberate and calculated step 
taken after mature consideration.

TO AID BEAUTIFYING 
ROADSIDES SOUGHT 


Legislation to Permit Coun- 
ties to Enact Special Zoning 
Regulations Advocated. 


State legislation that would per- 
mit counties to enact zoning reg-

He began his political career in 
1903 as a bill clerk in the Florida 
State Senate. He later served as 
judge of the criminal court of 
records in Walton county (Fla.), 
and from 1912 to 1919 was an as- 
sistant state Attorney General. 
From 1919 to 1925 he was a circuit 
court judge, and in 1927 served in 
the Legislature. He served on a 
state Supreme Court commission 
from 1929 to 1932 to relieve a 
crowded state docket.

derwear, running out of the house 
with a small suitcase in his hand. 
= = > 
IGHT after the explosion, 
while Father Wilhelm Klein- 
sorge, S.J. was wandering 
around in his underwear in the 
vegetable garden, Father Superior 
LaSalle came around the corner 
of the building in the darkness. 
His body, especially his back, was 
bloody; the flash had made him 
twist away from his window, and 
tiny pieces of glass had flown 
at him. 
Father Kleinsorge, still bewild- 
ered, managed to ask, “Where are 
the rest?” 


Just then, the two other priests 
living in- the mission house ap- 
peared — Father Cieslik, unhurt, 
supporting Father Schiffer, who 
was covered with blood that spurt- 
ed from a cut above his left ear 
and who was very pale. 


Father Cieslik owas rather 
pleased with himself, for after the 
flash he had dived into a door- 
way, which he had previously 
reckoned to be the safest place 
inside the building, and when the 
blast came, he was not injured. 


Father LaSalle told Father Cies- 
lik to take Father Schiffer to a 
doctor before he bled to death, 
and suggested either Dr. Kanda 
who lived on the next corner, or 
Dr. Fujii, about six blocks away. 
Thé two men went out of the com- 
pound and up the street. 

The daughter of Mr. Hoshijima, 
the mission catechist, ran up to 
Father Kleinsorge and said that 
her mother and sister were buried 
under the ruins of their house, 
which was at the back of the 
Jesuit compound, and at the same 
time the priests noticed that the 
house of the Catholic-kindergarten 
teacher at the foot of the com- 
pound had collapsed on her. 


While Father LaSalle and Mrs. 
Murata, the mission housekeeper, 


dug the teacher out, Father Klein- 
sorge went to the cathechist's 
fallen house and began lifting 
things off the top of the pile. 

There was not a sound under- 
neath: he was sure the Hoshi- 
jima woman had been killed. At 
last, under what had been a Cor- 
ner of the kitchen, he saw Mrs. 
Hoshijima’s head. Believing her 
dead, he began to haul her out by 
the hair, but suddenly’ she 
screamed, “Itai! Itai! It hurs! 
it hurts!” 

He dug some more and lifted 
her out. He managed, too, to-find 
her daughter in the rubble and 
free her. Neither was badly hurt. 

A public bath next door to the 
mission house had caught fire, 
but since there the wind was 
southerly, the priests thought 
their house would be spared. 
Nevertheless, as a precaution, 
Father Kleinsorge went inside to 
fetch some things he wanted to 
save, 

He found his room in a state of 
weird and illogical confusion. A 
first-aid kit was hanging undis- 
turbed on a hook on the wall, 
but his clothes, which had been 
on other hooks nearby, were no- 
where to be seen. His desk was 
in splinters all over the room, 
but a mere papier-mache suit- 
case, which he had hidden under 
the desk, stood handle-side up, 
without a scratch on it, in the 
doorway of the room, where he 
could not miss it. 

Father Kleinsorge later came to 
regard this as a bit of Provi- 
dential interference, inasmuch as 
the suitcase contained his bre- 
viary, the account books for the 
whole diocese, and a considerable 
amount of paper money belong- 
ing to the mission, for which he 
was responsible. He ran out of 
the house and deposited the suit- 
case in the mission  air-raid 
shelter. 

At about this time, Father 
Cieslik and Father Schiffer, who 
was still spurting blood, came 


back and said that Dr, Kanda’s 
house was ruined and that fire 
blocked them from getting out of 
what they supposed to be the 
local circle of destruction to Dr. 
Fujii’s private hospital, on the 
bank. of the Kyo River. 


. s 2 
R. MASAKAZU FUJII’S hospi- 
De was no longer on the bank 
of the Kyo River; it was in the 
river. 

After the overturn, Dr. Fujii 
was so stupefied and so tightly 
squeezed by the beams gripping his 
chest that he was unable to move 
at first, and he hung there about 
twenty minutes in the darkened 
morning. 

Then a thought which came to 
him—that soon the tide would be 
running in through the estuaries 
and his head would be submerged 
—inspired him to fearful activity; 
he wriggled and turned and exert- 
ed what strength he could (though 
his left arm, because of the pain 
in his shoulder, was useless), and 
before long he had freed himself 
from the vise. 

After a few moments’ rest, he 
climbed onto the pile of timbers 
and, finding a long one that slant- 
ed up to the riverbank, he pain- 
fully shinnied up it. 

Dr. Fujii, who was in his under- 
wear, was now soaking and dirty. 
His undershirt was torn, and blood 
ran down it from bad cuts on his 
chin and back. In this disarray, 
he walked out onto Kyo Bridge, 
beside which his hospital had 
stood. 

The bridge had not collapsed. He 
could see only fuzzily without his 
glasses, but he could see enough 
to be amazed at the number of 
houses that were down al] around. 
On the bridge, he encountered a 
friend, a doctor named Machii, 
and asked in bewilderment, “What 
do you think it was?” 

Dr. Machii said, “It must have 
been a Molotoffano hanakago”— 
a Molotov flower basket, the deli- 
cate Japanese name for the “bread 
basket,” or self-scattering cluster 
of bombs. 

At first, Dr. Fujii could see 
only two fires, one across the 
river from his hospital site and 
one quite far to the south. But 
at the same time, he and his 
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friend observed something that 
puzzled them, and which, as doc- 
tors, they discussed; although 
there were as yet very few fires, 
wounded people were hurrying 
across the bridge in an endless 
parade of misery, and many of 
them exhibited terrible burns on 
their faces and arms. 
“Why do you suppose 
Dr. Fujii asked. 

Even a theory was conforting 
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Molotov flower basket,” he said. 

There had been no breeze ear- 
lier in the morning when Dr. 
Fujii had walked to the railway 
station to see a friend off, but 
now brisk winds were blowing 
every which way; here on the 
bridge the wind was_ easterly. 
New fires were leaping up, and 
they spread quickly, and in a very 
short time terrible blasts of hot 
air and showers of cinders made 
it impossible to stand on the 
bridge anv more. 

Dr. Machii ran to the far side 
of the river and along a still un- 
kindled street. Dr. Fujii went 
down into the water under the 
bridge, where a score of people 
had already taken refuge, among 
them his servants, who had extri- 
cated themselves from the wreck- 
age. 

From there, Dr. Fujii saw a 
nurse hanging in the timbers of 
his hospital by her legs, and then 
another painfully pinned across 
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the breast. 
He enlisted the help of some of 
the others under the bridge and 


freed both of them. He thought 
he heard the voice of his niece for 
a moment, but he could not find 
her: he never saw her again. Four 
of his nurses and the two patients 
in the hospital died, too. 

Dy. Fujii went back into the 
water of thé river and waited

HE lot of Drs. Fujii, Kanda, 

and Machii right after the ex- 

plosion — and, as these three 
| were typical, that of the majority 
_of the physicians and surgeons of 
Hiroshima — with their offices 
‘and hospitals destroyed, their 
equipment scattered, their own 
‘bodies incapacitated in varying 
degrees, explained why so many 
citizens who were hurt went un- 
tended and why so many who 
might have lived died. 

Of a hundred and fifty doctors 
in the city, sixty-five were al- 
ready dead and most of the rest 
were wounded. 

Of 1,780 nurses, 1,654 were dead 
or too badly hurt to work. 

In the biggest hospital, that of 
the Red Cross, only six doctors 
out of thirty were able to func- 
tion, and only ten nurses out of 
more than two hundred. 

The sole uninjured doctor on 
the Red Cross Hospital staff was 
Dr. Sasaki. After the explosion. 
he hurried to a_ storeroom to 
fetch bandages. This room, like 
everything he had seen as he 
ran through the hospital, was 


chaotic in bottles of medicines 


thrown off shelves and broken, 
salves spattered on the walls, in- 
struments strewn everywhere. He 
grabbed yp some bandages and an 
unbroken bottle of mercuro- 
chrome, hurried back to the chief 
surgeon, and bandaged his cuts. 

Then he Went out into the corri- 
dor and began patching up the

wounded patients and the doctors 
and nurses there. 

He blundered so without his 
glasses that he took a pair off the 
face of a wounded nurse, and al- 
though they only approximately 
compensated for the errors of his 
vision, they were better than noth- 
ing.

position he has taken. He has the 
virtues, and the defects, of the 
historic type of American idealist, 
whose visions are as fine as his 
encounters with hard facts are 
often ludicrous. 


Moreover, certain persuasive

personalities who emphatically do 
not belong to the non-Communist 
branch of the American left wing 
have been cultivating Wallace in- 
tensively and purposefully seeking 
out his blind spots for more than 
a year, 

Finally, the Russian section of 
his department’s overseas trade in- 
telligence organization is notori- 
ously woolly. Indeed, one of his 
special emissaries recently embar- 
rassed the Embassy in Moscow 
by continuing to exude public op- 
timism after he had been semi- 
publicly insulted by Trade Com- 
misar Mikoyan. This man’s re- 
port no doubt helps to convince 
Wallace of his own wisdom. 

Altogether, the real mystery in 
Wallace’s speech was not what he 
said of the Soviet Union, but what 
he said of the British, To anyone 
seriously interested in the future 
of American liberalism, this was a 
trifle humiliating. The most con- 
spicuous American left wing 
leader speaks up loudly for an 
opium-dream foreign policy and at 
the same time roundly denounces 
the British Laborites, whose bold- 
ly progressive domestic experi- 
ment offers such a disagreeable 
contrast to Wallace’s relative 
sterility. 

Surely the time has come when 
the test of American liberalism 
must be, not sirupy self-delusion 
about the Soviet Union, but ad- 
vocacy of a courageous, imagina- 
tive progressive program for the 
United States. 


AIRCRAFT CARRIER RANDOLPH 
TO BE SENT TO MEDITERRANEAN 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
The 27,000-ton aircraft carrier 
Randolph will join United States 
naval forces in the Mediterranean 
about Nov. 1, the Navy reported 
yesterday. 


The 45,000-ton carrier Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, one of America’s 
largest, will complete a six-wee 
training cruise of the Mediterra- 
nean Tuesday when it is due in 
Casablanca. The carrier, with the 
destroyer Cone, arrived at Tangier 
today from Algiers. Its trip through 
the Mediterranean and a side trip 
to Greece evoked charges from the 
Moscow radio that the United 
States was parading its naval 
strength to influence the owner- 
ship of Trieste and the Greek elec- 
tions. 


The Navy said it has not been 
decided when the F.D.R. will re- 
turn to the United States. The 
light cruiser Spokane will replace 
the light cruiser Little Rock in 
the Mediterranean early next 
month, the Navy announced.

Capt. Sidney Albert Greer of 
Tyler, Tex., wore the watch when 
he was captured on Corregidor 
in 1942, En route to Japan on 
the Japanese ship Enoura Maru, 
he gave the watch to a Japanese 
guard, Shunsuke Wada, on the 
promise of food and water to sup- 
plement his pitifully small rations. 

Wada doublecrossed Greer and 
failed to provide the extra rations. 

The ship was crippled by Amer- 
ican planes and abandoned near 
Takao, Formosa. Greer was 
among the 400 survivors of the 
1600 prisoners aboard the ship. 
He contracted dysentery after a 
four-mile swim. 

Taken to a hospital in Japan, 
half-starved and realizing that 
death was near, he asked a friend, 
Maj. John E. Lester, Dallas, Tex., 
to tell his family about the watch. 

Greer’s father wrote to Senator 
Connally and Connally informed 
the War Department. ~ 

Two officers were assigned to 
investigate, They found Wada, 
who said he had given the watch 
to a cousin, Osamu Saiki, The 
cousin still had it and it now is 
on its way to Texas. 

Wada is being prosecuted.

NEW RULES FOR DRAFT-AGE 
MEN JOINING NATIONAL GUARD 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
The Army announced yesterday 
new rules under which draft-age 
men may enlist in the National 
Guard, tagging to the statement 
this declaration: “The War De- 
partment and officials of the Na- 
tional Guard do not desire that 
enlistment in the guard become an 
avenue for draft evasion.” 


The rules permit enlistment of 
men within the current induction 
age of 19-29 years who are not in 
the category of automatic defer- 
ment (such as fathers or men 
with six months military service) 
provided that prior to enlistment 
they registered for selective ser- 
vice and were deferred for reasons 
other than membership in the 
Guard. A condition is that they 
will be released from the Guard 
when called by the draft. 

The Army said that any induc- 
tion-age man without previous 
military service who enlisted in 
the Guard in the last year did so 
in violation of War Department 
regulations.

T IS fortunate that we can make 
| tne finest of cookies with all- 

purpose flour. With cake flour 
still unavailable and many cakes 
out of the question, one can turn 
one’s energies to baking a variety 
of cookies to serve in the place of 
cake. Anyone, I believe, finds the 
making of fine cookies every whit 
as interesting and as rewarding as 
cake making could possibly be. 
In fact, a delicious crunchy cookie 
is just as welcome any time as a 
piece of delicate cake. In making 
these bar cookies, it is most im- 
portant to see that the walnuts 
are not rancid. Since these nuts 
have considerable oil, it is easy for 
them owe rancid after stand- 
ing for weeks in a hot storage 
place. Cookies like these should 
be cut while they are fresh, and 
as soon as they are cooled thor- 
oughly, they should be stored so 
as not to dry out and become stale. 
A bar cookie has four freshly cut 
edges, it loses moisture more rap- 
idly and absorbs flavors and odors 
more rapidly than a cookie that is 
cut before baking. But they are 
easy to make, attractive in appear- 
ance and make a welcome accom- 
paniment for frozen or fruit des- 
serts of any kind. 

Walnut Stix. 


Part one: One and one-fourth 
cups all-purpose flour, one-half cup 
butter, one-half cup brown sugar, 
firmly packed, 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
once, Cream. butter, add brown 
sugar gradually. Add flour and 
mix to a smooth, stiff dough. Pat 
into a shallow pan (12x8%x% 
inches). Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees Fahrenheit) for 15 
minutes. Cool thoroughly before 
adding part two. 


Part two: One egg; three-fourths 
cup brown sugar, firmly packed, 
one-fourth cup. short shredded 
moist coconut, two tablespoons 
flour, one-half cup chopped wal- 
nuts, one-half teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon vanilla, 
one-fourth teaspoon almond flavor- 
ing. 

Beat egg, add brown-sugar, mix 
thoroughly, then add remaining in- 
gredients. Stir to blend well. 
Spread over cooled, baked layer 
(part one). Return to oven (350 
degrees Fahrenheit) for 20 min- 
utes. Top will look slightly un- 
baked. Cool thoroughly, dust with 
powdered sugar. Cut into bars or 
sticks, Store in a tightly covered- 
container. Makes 25 bars about 
2%x1% inches.

East, a strong player, felt that 
after his partner had passed it 
was worth while to reduce his 
own chances for reaching a slam 
in order to keep the opponents 
quiet if they held the spade suit, 
with some diamond strength. 
Hence, he preempted with consid 
erably more honor tricks than are 
usual for such bids, 


It was an unfortunate action! 
Instead of being shut out—as he 
unquestionably shotld have been 
—South definitely came in at the 
four-level with a hand that might 
have been slaughtered, had he 
failed to find the right sort of 
support in his partner’s hand. Ob- 
viously, however, he was luckier 
than he had any right to expect. 
North not only had excellent 
spade support — he also had 
strength where South needed it 
most, in diamonds, and even the 
singleton club to cut down South’s 
losers in that suit. 


It is fairly evident, of course, 
that West’s double of four spades 
was not as sound as it might 
have been, but with two defensive 
tricks, and with no length in part- 
ner’s hearts, West’s decision was 
not too bad, He could scarcely bid 
his weak club suit at the five 
level, and passing over four 
spades was not completely satis- 
factory. South made the contract 
by guessing to finesse for the dia- 
mond jack. 


If East had started out with 
one heart, West could have come 
in with a club bid, and then, of 
course, East would not have sold 
out short of five clubs. It must 
be admitted, however, that it was 
very bad luck to have South make 
his “stab” bid and find such sup- 
port!
